Montgomery.  We  were  deterreil  from 
his  thought,  not,  perhaps,  fo  much  by 
e  difficulty  of  warning  our  reprefenta- 
es  apainlt  dangerous  meafures  and  un- 
inmon  emergencies,  as  by  a  juft  reluc* 
ICC  againft  expofiog  fo  many  houeft 
nd  limple  men  to  learn  treachery  and 
orruptiGn.  Wc  dreaded  the  hiimilia- 
>n  ot  being  obliged  to  envy  the  condi¬ 
gn  of  thoVc  people  who  arc  deemed 
ves,  but  whufe  honour  fcrccn#  itfetf 
VoL.

behind  the  ColoITus  of  Dcfpotifm  ;  vidio, 
at  leaft,  are  opprefled  without  being  de¬ 
rided,  and  plundered  of  half  their  pro¬ 
perty,  without  being  obliged  to  venture 
the  other  half  for  the  mummery  of  being 
fo  treated,  legally. 

IVolfe,  Thcfe  are  odious  comparlfons^ 

'  and  injurious  declamations  to  no  pur- 
pofe.  Were  you  arbitrarily  taxed  with¬ 
out  having  provoked  the  E^figliffi  go¬ 
vernment  to  fnch  a  ftretch  of  pow’cr? 
You  were,  in  niy  time, thought  the  beft 
judges  of  your  own  abilities,  and  confe- 
quenrly  left  at  liberty  to  agree  among 
yourfelvcs  on  the  propereft  method  of 
paying  your  lharc  towards'  the  public 
charges. 

Montgomery,  That  is  to  fay,  wc  were 
tlien  allowed  to  be  Englilhmcn,  .and  as 
fuch  confidered  as  a  party  in  the  beft  fo- 
cial  contract  that  ever  was  made  among 
mankind.

C.i  wn  .in  will  you  lay  your 
taxes  if  wc  fplll  .or  a  jufl:  freedom  the  Ult 
drop  of  oirr  idoovi  ?  Will  you  fcll'onr 
unprotcvitcd  Wivet,  our  wreiche<l  chil¬ 
dren  for  Haves,  and  replunge  America  in 
her  forner  del  elation. 

OewT Eorbid  it,  Heaven,  that 
things  Ihould  come  to  fijch  extremities  ! 
But  feelings  are  not  arguments:  Anfwer 
me  two  Ample  qucitions  :  iiad  not  North 
Am  ric.i  refounded  with  murmurs  againil 
England,  long  before  J  propofed  to  raife 
a  revenue  from  that  country.'  Was  not 
almolt  every  colony  carrying  on  a  fmug- 
ghng  trade  with  t'.j  neighbouring  n  iti- 
on<,  in  contempt  of  all  the  flipuiatious 
by  which  they  had  obtained  our  protec¬ 
tion  and  thiii  chatters  ? 

Mont^')viTr'y.  1  could  tell  you,  th.at 
we  <!cpen(jcd  upon  no  charters,  but  the 
glorious  one  ot  your,  and  then  our  (uvu, 
excellent  eonflitutum  ;  that,  if  our  fore¬ 
fathers  had  thought  convenient  to  accept 
of  thefe  private  ch.arters,  we  were  no 
more  bound  to  rely  upon  them  as  otir 
only  fiij)i»ort,  than  a  man  to  make  life 
of  his  crurches  when  cm  ed  of  his  lame- 
nefs :  but  this  would  be  expofing  myfelf 
to  the  repi  iniand  of  Wolfe  ;  .and  I  am 
defirous  to  convince  him,  and  you  to  *, 
if  polliblc,  t^Mt  juftice,  reafon,  and  cqui- 
f  ty,  are  on  our  fide.  We  groaned,  in¬ 
deed,  under  tlic  burden  of  an  odious, 
unlimited  monopoly,  and  cruel  re- 
ftraints ;  but  wc  Aibmittcd  to  them. 

I  far  from  encouraging  thofc  who  tried  to 
Atake  oil  tliU  yoke,  we  dealt  with  them 


very  fe verily.  It  cannot  be  fuppofed 
tint  in  a  country,  Hill  ovetch.irged  with 
tlic  debts  conti. toted  for  fupporting  the 
late  war,  an  I  oblrg-d  to  nninuin  a  land¬ 
ing  army  in  the  heart  of  peace,  none  of 
this  lort  of  dclintjuenls  ihall  be  found, 
when  they  fwarm  in  profpcroiis  and  rich 
I  nglaud  :  but  how  unmercifuliy  were 
tlud'e  uled,  who  having  cfc.ipcd  the  vigi¬ 
lance  of  our  magiftrales,  fell  into  the 
hands  of  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  ! 
fbnv  many  wretched  men,  who,  fo>jn 
having  calculated  th.it  a  little  more  gain 
U|)on  their  very  fmall  lloivs  could  help 
them  to  fnpport  their  numerous  fiivnlies, 
r.nd.vcnliired  upon  thefe  prouibdfd  ex- 
curfions,  have  brought  back  delolaiion 
and  ruin,  inftcad  of  relief,  to  their  inno¬ 
cent  and  helplcls  children  ! 

C  rri'villr.  I'hc  fiiflcrings  of  foine  in- 
dlvitiuals  are  not  to  be  put  in  the  balance 
aga'nd  the  pidfllo  good. 

IVolfc,  It  is  but  too  true,  tlierc  are 
evils  in  ibeiety  which  cannot  be  avoidcil. 

Mnnt^otuery,  Then  that  inllitiition  i« 
the  lu-fl  wliicli  hath  found  the  means  of 
alleviating  the.gieatcr  number  of  thefe 
evils.  And  why  ihould  ofe  men  who 
a.e  our  brethren,  who  evtn  call  us  by  a 
Hill  nmre  cndc^rir.g  name,  aim  .at  depriv¬ 
ing  us  of  the  benefits  aiifing  from  fo  h.'ip-_ 
py  .an  infiitntion  ?  Yes,  nolle  WoMe, 
the  Engli'h  lo  long  renowned  for  their 
natuial  gcncrolity,  and  .accounted  to.  be 
the  mofl  inveterate  enemies  of  tyraniiy, 
h.ad  eflab'iliietl  In  America  federal  pre- 
tendeii  co'Mt«»  of  jnflice,  which  were,  in 
w>rfc  riian  the  odious  tribun.al  of 
the  vS;-.ani!h  i'vqmfition.  Wc  had  a  conit 
ofadmlr.dJy,  wlncli  gave  its  ftncliori  f<ir 
hr'*:»kiMg  into  the  .»fvlum  of  our  hoiHes 
without  .any  fort  of  formalitiea  ;  and  thni 
upon  tl’.c  faith  of  a  bafe  informer,  whole 
name  wa.-. concealed, and  whofe  malice  was 
piotecUd  even  alter  the  full  detedii'iu  of 
his  f.ilibood.  As  the  officers  of  the  fame 
tribun.d  I'.ad  no  o^her  meansof  luhfillcnce 
hut  their  ca,  turcc,  they  fell  upon  every 
fliipand  boat,  as  falcons  upon  their  prey, 
in  hope  of  fimling  .a  delincpient  ;  .and  of¬ 
ten  V  nted  the  grief  of  difappointrrent 
upon  tfie  fair  dealer,  whofe  flo'c  they 
deuinod  till  it  was  fixfdcd.  or  the  feafoii 
nf  conveying  it  p.ifl .  We  were  deprivet’  of 
the  trial  by  mry  :  a  llanMing  migillracy, 
as  a  (landing  army,  was  our  lot.  Our 
jndge^  were  no  more  out  of  thvreach  of 
corruption;  they  were  not  only  in  the 
danger,  b*it  even  under  the  neccAity,  of 
yielding  to  it,  wbcaever  it  might  have

after  llic  ritrrat  from  lamg 
*.  }  IdamUCieiicrai  Sulli.an  was  iVnt  noon 
parole  with  a  inciTage  fVi>m  Lord  }low*e  to 
the  Congrefs.  In  tins  he  Itated,  that 
inourh  hr  could  not  at  prefent  treat  with 
that  ailcr.d.  y  as  fuch,yit  he  \<Ty  we- 
hruu.' i.t  li.tvmg  a  conierenee  with  foi’ie 
of  llieir  members,  wiioin  lie  wou’d  con:';, 
tier  fi'f  the  prefer.!  oulvas  private  gcntlc- 
i^.en,  and  would  meet  them  at 
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fuch  place  as  they  HiouM  appoint.  He 
laid,  tliat  he  had,  in  conjunction  with  the 
General,  full  pof.ers  to  coin  prom  ife  the 
difputc  between  Great  Britaiu  and  Ame¬ 
rica,  upon  terms  advantageous  to  both, 
ill'.*  obtaining  of  which  had  detained  him 
near  two  months,  and  prevented  his  arri¬ 
val  before  the  declaration  of  independen¬ 
cy  took,  place.  That  he  wilhed  a  com¬ 
pact  might  be  fettled  at  this  time,  when 
no  decifive  blow  was  ftnick,  and  neither 
parly  could  lay  they  were  compelled  to 
enter  into  the  .agreement.  That  if  the 
CoT’grcfs  were  difpofed  to  treat,  many 
ihiiics,  which  they  had  not  yet  aiked, 
iniglit  and  ought  to  be  granted  to  them  ; 
and  that  if,  upon  the  conference,  any 
probable  gtoiind  of  an  accommodation 
appeared,  the  authority  of  Congrefs  mnft 
be  aftcrw  ards  acknowledged,  or  the  com- 
pai^t  could  not  be  complete. 

The  Congrefs  retunied  f(»r  anfwer, 
that  being  the  reprefentatives  of  the  Free 
and  Independent  States  of  America,  they 
could  not  with  propriety  lend  any  of 
their  members  to  confer  with  him  in 
their  private  cliaraiflcrs;  but  that,  ever 
delirous  of  eftablifhing  peace  on  reafon- 
able  terms,  they  would  lend  a  committee 
of  their  body  to  know,  whether  he  had 
any  authority  to  treat  with  perfons  aii- 
thorifed  by  Congrefs  for  that  purpofe,  in 
behalf  of  America,  and  wliat  that  autho* 
lity  was,  and  to  hear  fuch  propoiitions  as 
he  Ihoiild  think  tit  to  make  refpertingthe 
fame. 

Dr  FraBkliu,  Mr  Ad  ams,  and  Mr  Rut-* 
ledge,  being  apuuint  *  i  as  a  coanmittce 
npon  this  occalioii,  waited  accordingly 
upon  i.m-d  Howe  in  Staten  I'land.  1  he 
committee  lum  up  the  account  of  this 
corderence,  wliich  they  laid  before  the 
Congrefs, in  the  following  words :  ‘‘Upon 
the  whole,  it  did  not  appear  to  your  com¬ 
mittee,  that  his  lordlhip’s  •  coir.miflion 
CO  jtaiiu'd  .any  other  autiioriiy  of  impor- 
laneo  than  wlial  Is  contained  in  the  adtof. 
parii  innnt,  vi/.  That  of  granting  par- 
00ns,  With  fuch  exceptions  as  the  com* 
lu.lTiOners  lliall  think  proper  to  imike, 
and  of  declaring  America,  or  any  part  of 
d.  to  be  in  the  king’s  peace  upon  fub- 
rniflion.  For,  as  to  the  pow'cr  of  enqui¬ 
ring  into  the  date  of  America,  which  hift 
lordihio  mentioneil  to  u?,  and  of  confer¬ 
ring  and  confuiting  with  any  perfons  the 
comrai.nTumcis  icigtit  think  proper,  and 
rcprelcnting  the  refult  of  fuch  convvrfa- 
tions  to  tlie  minini-y,*\vho  (provided  the 
colonies  would  fubjcctthcmHlvcg)ni!gh^ 
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after  all,  or  might  not,  at  their  plcafurc, 
m.iUc  any  alte^ati^^^^  in  the  former  in- 
ftrinflioiiB  to  governors,  or  propolc  in 
parliament  any  amendment  t>f  the  adts 
complained  of,wc  apprehended  any  expec¬ 
tation  from  tlie  effed  of  fiic'i  a  power 
would  have  been  to(>  uncertain  and  pie* 
carious  to  be  relied  on  by  America,  had 
the  ftill  continued  in  her  ftale  of  depen¬ 
dence.” 

In  this  manner  the  hopes  of  negocia- 
tion  by  the  commiflioners  ended.  They 
cndeavou’'ed  to  make  amends  fur  their 
failure  in  their  civil  capacity  by  the  vi¬ 
gour  of  their  military  r)peration8.  I'iie 
royal  armv  being  now  divided  from  the 
idand  of  New  York  only  by  the  Halt  Ri¬ 
ver,  were  impatient  to  pafs  that  narrow 
btxirdary.  They  poKed  thcmlelvcs  along 
the  coait  wherever  they  could  lee  or  front 
i  he  enemy,  and  ereded  batteries  to  a  ii  fwer, 
if  not  tilence  theirs.  A  fleet,  confiflingof 
conftderably  more  than  .100  f lil,  including 
tranfports,  covered  the  face  of  the  waters, 
while  tire  fliips  of  war,  hovering  round 
the  ifland,  threatened  deftrudion  to  eve¬ 
ry  part,  and  were  continually  engaged 
with  one  or  other  of  the  batteries  by 
whicli  it  was  furrounded.  The  fmall 
iflands  between  the  oppofitc  fliores  were 
perpetual  objeds  of  conteft,  until  by  dint 
of  a  wcll-fcTved  artillery,  the  aid  of  the 
fliips,  anti  the  intrepidity  of  the  troops, 
tliey  feeured  thofe  which  were  mef^  ne- 
celVary  for  their  future  operations.  Thus, 
an  almoft  condant  cannonade  was  kept 
up  for  many  days,  and  the  troops  who 
had  fo  lately  efeaned  from  the  moft  im- 
oiinent  danger,  had  little  time  to  quiet 
their  apprehenflons. 

Every  thing  being  at  length  prepared 
for  a  defeent,  feveral  movements  were 
made  by  the  fliips  of  war  in  the  North 
River,  in  order  to  draw'  the  attention,  of 
the  enemy  to  thit  fide  of  the  ifland. 
Other  parts  fccmcvl  equally  tlueatenedi, 
aiitl  increafed  the  uncertainty  of  (lie  real 
ed  of  attack.

l^wH^URING  the  march  to  Cuzco,  that 
fon  of  Atahnalpa  whom  Pizarro 
I  _  tWC«itcd  as  Inca,  died,  and  as  the  Spa- 
.  »iards  fubrtituted  no  perfon  in  his  place, 
title  of  Manco  Capac  feems  to  have 
univerfally  recognized. 

A  ^By  this  time  Ferdinand  Pizarro  had 
.  ,  linded  in  Spain.  The  immenfe  qiianti- 

*»  of  gold  and  filver  which  he  imported, 
ed  the  kingdom  with  no  lefs  aftonilh- 
nt  than  they  had  excited  in  Panama 
1  the  adjacent  provinces.  Pizarro 
9  received  by  I  he  euiperor  w  ith  the 
ention  due  to  the  bearer  of  a  prefent 
rich  as  to  exceed  any  idea  which  the 
iniards  had  formed  concerning  the 
ue  of  their  acoiiilitions  in  America, 
n  after  they  had  been  ten  yearn  maf- 
s  of  Mexico.  In  rccompence  of  his 
ther’s  fervices,  his  authority  was  con¬ 
ned  with  new  powers  and  privileges, 

I  the  addition  of  feveniy  leagues,  ex- 
Unding  along  the  coaft,  to  the  fouth- 
igard  of  the  territory  granted  in  his  for- 
|||er  patent.  Almagro  received  the  honours 
^  trtiich  he  had  fo  long  dclired.  The  title 

idelantado,  or  governor,  w^as  confer- 
upon  him,  with  juril’di^lion  over 
hundred  leagues  of  country,  llretch- 
beyond  the  ff'uthern  limits  of  the 
ince  allotted  to  Pizarro.

The  reconciliation  betw  een  him  and  Al¬ 
magro  had  never  been  cordial.  •  The 
treachery  of  Pizarro  in  engrofiing  to 
himf«lf  all  the  honours  and  emoiuments, 
•w’hich  ought  to  have  been  divided  with 
his  alToclate,  w^as  always  prefent  in  both 
their  thoughts.  The  one,  confeiouu  of 
his  own  perfidy,  did  not  expert  forgive- 
nefs ;  the  other,  feeling  that  he  had 
been  deceived,  was  impatient  to  be  aven¬ 
ged  ;  and  though  avarice  and  ambition 
had  induced  them  not  only  to  difiembie 
their  fentiments,  but  even  to  aft  in  con¬ 
cert,  while  in  piirfuit  of  wealth  and 
pow^r,  no  fooner  did  they  obtain  pofl'ef- 
lion  of  thefe,  than  the  fame  paflions 
which  had  formed  this  temporary’  union, 
gave  rife  to  jealoufy  and  difeord.  Trt 
each  of  them  was  attached  a  fmall  band 
of  intcrefted  dependants,  who,  with  the 
malicious  art  peculiar  to  fuch  mcn^ 
heightened  their  fufpicions.and  magnified 
every  appearance  of  offences.  But  with 
all  thofe  feeds  of  enmity  in  their  minds, 
and  thus  afllduoufly  cherifhed*  each  wag 
fo  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  abili¬ 
ties  and  courage  of  his  rival,  that  they 
equally  dreaded  the  confequences  of  an 
open  rupture.  The  fortunate  arrival  of 
Pizarro  at  Cuzco,  and  the  addrefs  minga 
led  with  firmnefs,  which  be  manifefted 
in  his  expoflulations  with  Almagro  and 
his  partizans,  averted  that  evil  for  the 
prefent.  A  new  reconciliation  took 
place  ;  the  chief  article  of  which  was* 
that  Almagro  Ihould  attempt  the  conj 
quefi  of  Chili ;  and  that  if  he  did  not 
find  in  that  province  an  eflablifliment 
adequate  to  his  merit  and  expeftations, 
Pizarro,  by  way  of  indemnification, 
(Itould  yield  up  to  him  a  part  of  Peru. 
This  new  agreement  was  confirmed 
with  the  fame  facred  folcmnitics  as  their 
firft  contraft,  and  obfcrvcd  with  as  little 
fidelity. 

Soon  after  he  concluded  this  impor¬ 
tant  tranfaftion,  Pizarro  marched  back 
tothecounlricsonthc  fea-coafi;  and  as  he  ‘ 
now  enjoyed  an  interval  of  tranquillity 
iMMliftiirbed  by  any  enemy,  either  Spa- 
niih  or  Indian,  he  applied  himfelf  with 
that  perfetering  ardour,  ^  which  i^liflin- 
guiihes  his  charafter,  ^  fo  iritroducc  t 
form  of  regular  government  into  the, 
extenfive  provinces  fnbjeft  to  his  authc- 
rity.  Though  ill  qualified  by  his  educa¬ 
tion  to  enter  into  any  difqulfition  con¬ 
cerning  the  principles  of  civil  policy, 
and  little  accuftomed  by  his  former  ha- 
bitt  of  life  to  attend  to  its  arraoge*

In  tins  attempt  his  troopE 
were  cxpofcd  to  every  calamity  vvhich 
men  can  rntl'c;,  frem  fatigue,  from  fa¬ 
mine,  and  Iroin  the  r-gour  of  the  climate 
in  thofe  elevated  regions  of  the  torrid 
zone,  ''  here  the  <iegree  of  cold  is  liardly 
inferior  to  what  is  feit  within  the  polar 
ciiCiC.  Many  cf  them  perilhed  ;  and. 
li.e  furvivors,  when  they  dcfetiided  into 
the  fcri'.ie  plains  of  Chill,  liad  new  «!ifli- 
etiliits  1(1  encounter.  They  f('U!td  there  a 
race  of  rm  n  very  dilferert  from  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  i\rii,  intrepid,  hardy,  inriepen- 
oent,  and  in  their  bodily  conftitiition,  as 
well  as  vigour  of  fpiiit,  nearly  refcmbling 
tne  waihke  tribes  in  North  America. 
Though  filled  with  worder  at  the  firft 
appearance  of  the  Sp.miards,  and  Hill 
more  afionifiied  at  the.  operations  of 
theii  cava'ry  and  ihc  tfTcds  of  their  fire¬ 
arms,  the  Chile  fe  foon  recovered  fo  far 
Irom  th(  ir  furprife,  as  rot  only  to  defend 
tbemfelves  with  obftinacy,  but  to  attack 
their  new  enemies  with  more  determi* 

T  ed  fiercenef*  than  any  American  nati**ii 
tiad  hillicrto  difeovered.  The  Spaniards,. 
I'.owever,  contmutd  to  penetrate  into 
the  country,  and  collected  fomc  corlide- 
t  able  qnantiiics  of  gc.Ul ;  but  were  fo  lar 
from  thinking  of  making  any  fcttlcment 
amidft  Inch  formidable  iieighboiirs,  that,, 
in  fpite  of  all  the  experience  and  valour 
of  their  leader,  the  fiwal  iffue  of  the  ex¬ 
pedition  (till  remained  extremely  dubi¬ 
ous,  when  they  were  recalled  fiom  it  by 
an  unexptded  revolution  in  Peru.  The 
caiifts  of  this  1  lhall  endeavour  to  trace 
to  their  fourcc.

^ut  an  infult.  In  order  to  find  occupa- 
)n  for  men  who  could  not,  wnih  fafrty, 
allowed  to  rcmiin  inaitlve,  Pizarro 
ncouraped  foine  of  the  molt  diitinguirh- 

_  officers  who  had  larely  joinerl  him,  to 

*^vade  dilferent  provincrs  t»i'  the  empire, 
which  the  Spaniards  had  not  hitherto  vi- 
<ted.  Several  large  bodies  were  formed 
for  this  purpofe;  and  about  live  time 
Almagro  ftt  out  for  Chili,  they 
ichtd  into  remote  diftrids  of  ihe 
Ct^iuitry.  No  fooner  did  Manco  Capac, 
tile  Inca,  oblerve  the  iuco.divlcratc  fs.cu- 
the  Spaniards  in  thus  dirpcifing 
tlleir  troops,  and  that  only  a  Irandful  r>t 
len  reni  rnied  in  Cuzco,  under  Juan  and 
lonzalez  Pizairu,  than  he  thought  that 
^e  happy  period  was  at  length  come  lor 
rdkating  his  own  rights,  avenging  the 
ronps  of  his  country,  ftiid  extirpating 
oppreflbrs.  Though  ftndly  w’atched 
the  Spaniards,  who  allowed  him  to 
fide  in  the  palace  of  his  anccdors  at 
izco,  he  found  means  of  communica¬ 
ting  his  Scheme  to  the  perfons  w’ho  wt  re 
be  intruded  with  the  execution  of  it. 
people  acen Homed  to  revere 
Bpjpir  fovereign  as  a  divinity,  every  hint 
41  his  will  carries  the  authority  of  a 
€|nimand  ;  and  they  themfclves  were 
lAw'  convinced,  by  the  daily  incrcafc  in 
tile  number  of  their  invaders,  that  the 
fjciid  hopes  which  they  had  long  enter- 
t||ncd  of  their  voluntary  departure  were 
S^gethcr  vain.  All  perceived  that  a  vi- 
]p|gous  effort  of  the  whole  nation  was 
Hilite  to  expel  tlicm,  and  the  prepara- 
.-iipns  for  it  were  carried  on  with  the  fc- 
*y  and  fdcace  peculiar  to  Americans. 
Liter  fome  unfucccf^ful  attempts  of 
Inca  to  make  his  efcape,  Ferdinand 
irro  happening  to  arrive  at  that  time 
3ii/.co,  be  obtained  permilfion  from 
to  attend  a  great  feA-ival  which  was 
e  celebrated  a  few  leagues  from  the 
)ital.  Under  pretext  of  that  folcmni- 
thc  great  men  of  the  empire  was  af- 
ibicd.  As  foon  as  the  Inca  toined 
tm,  the.ftandard  of  war  was  ereded  ; 
ill  a  fliort  time  all  the  fighting  men, 
n  the  confines  of  Quito  to  the  fron- 
of  Chili,  w’erc  in  arms.  Many  Spa- 
'ds,  living  fecurcly  on  the  fetticments 
tied  them,  wtre  malfacred.  Several 
ichmcnts,  as  they  marched  carelef«ly 
>ugh  a  country  which  feemed  to  be 
rely  fubmillive  to  their  dominion, 
re  cut  off  to  a  man.  An  army  amount¬ 


ing(if  we  may  believe  the  Spanifh  wri¬ 
ters)  to  two  himlretl  thouftnd  men  at¬ 
tacked  Cuzco,  which  the  three  brothers 
endeavoured  to  defertd  wdth  only  a  hun¬ 
dred  and  fevTntv  Spaniards.  Another 
formidable  biHly  invefted  Lima,  and  kept 
the  governor  clofely  fhut  up.  '  There 
w'as  no  longer  any  communication  be¬ 
tween  the  two  cities  ;  the  numerous 
forces  of  the  Peruvians  Ipieadlng  over 
tlie  country,  iiuercrptcd  every  mefl'en- 
ger  ;  a»id  as  the  parlies  in  Cuzco  and  Li¬ 
ma  were  equally  unacquainted  with  the 
fate  of  their  countrymen,  each  boded 
the  worfi  concerning  t!.e  other,  and  ima¬ 
gined  that  they  ihemfelves  >verc  the  only 
j>eii'on8  who  had  firvived  the  peneial 
extindion  of  the  Spanilh  name  in  Peru. 

It  was  at  Cuzco  where  the  Inca  com¬ 
manded  in  perlon,  that  the  Peruvians 
made  tlieir  chief  effort.  During  nine 
months  they  carried  on  the  fiegc  with 
inceffuit  ardour,  and  in  various  forms  ; 
and  though  they  difplayrd  not  the  fame 
undaunted  ferocity  as  the  Mexican  war¬ 
riors,  they  conducted  fome  of  their  ope¬ 
rations  in  a  manner  which  difeovered 
greater  fagacity,  and  a  genius  more  fuf- 
ceplible  of  improvemv?nt  in  the  military 
art.  I  hcy  not  only  obferved  the  advan¬ 
tages  which  the  Spaniards  derived  from 
tlu'ir  difeipline  and  their  weapons,  but 
they  endeavoured  to  imitate  the  former, 
and  turn  the  latter  againfV  them.  7  hey 
armed  a  confiderable  boity  of  their  bra- 
veft  warriors  with  the  fwords,  the  fpears^ 
and  bucklers  which  they  had  taken  from 
the  Spanifh  foldiers  whom  th#y  had  cut 
off'  in  different  parts  of  the  country, 
Tliefe  they  endeavoured  to  marfhal  in 
that  regular  compadi  order,  to  which  ex¬ 
perience  had  taught  them  that  the  Spa¬ 
niards  were  indebted  for  their  irrefiftiblc 
force  in  a<ffion.  Some  appeared  in  the 
field  w  ith  Spanifh  mufkets,  and  had  ac- • 
quired  Ikiil  ami  refolution- enough  to  ufe 
them.  A  few  of  the  boldcft,  among 
whom  was  the  Inca  himfelf,  were  moun¬ 
ted  on  the  horfes  which  they  had  taken, 
and  advanced  brifkly  to  the  charge  like 
Spanifh  cavaliers,  w'ith  their  lancet  in 
tlie  rrff.  It  was  more  by  their  numbers, 
however,  than  by  thofe  Imperfed  effayt 
to  imitate  F.uropean  arU,  and  employ 
European  arms,  tiiat  the  Peruvians  an¬ 
noyed  the  Spaniards.  In  fpite  of  the  va¬ 
lour,  heightened  by  dcfpair,  wnth  which 
the  three  brothers  defendrd  Cuzco, 
Manco  Capac  recovered  pofl'elfion  of  one 
half  uf  hit  capital ;  and  before  the  Spa*
